FREDERICK'S STATUE COMES DOWN— WHY? 


The statue of Fmlrrk-k the (.'rc.-it. was micci-einoniously pulled 


down from the pedestal in fruiit of tin- \V;ir (.'ollr.no in Washington 
•where it has stood .for the last I'.mriceii years. The action came as 
a result of. vigorous notation fur mouths past, not only in army cir- 
cles, but iroui the people in Washington and members of congress 
generally. It is mick-i-stood that 1hv order to remove the statue had 
the approval of President "Wilson. 


This move on the part of the authorities is inlen-stiuji- from more 


than one point of view. The most obvious question it raises is, has 
the statue of that old freebooter, the so-called "Great" Frederick, 
come down because of the sudden aversion of the American people to 
militarism in the abstract, or because Frederick was the father of the 
military machine in a country with which the United States is today 
in a death grapple? 


TMs statue -was erected November !>, 1H04. 
It \vas the gift of 


the present. German kaiser to the United States. 
Roosevelt was presi- 


dent at the time and a -ri-eat ceremony was arranged. 
The Marine 


band played, first. "Die \Vaeht am IMiine." and secondly, "The Star 
Spangled Banner." There was -rea! cheering on the part, of the 
crowd and the eheeritifr ">vas Jed by Roosevelt and the Herman am- 
bassador, Sternbei-ff. 
Baroness Steniherj: pulled the silken cord. 


Which unveiled the effigy of the famous Prussian land robber. 


It was particularly fitting- that Roosevelt should be master of 


ceremonies on. an occasion of this kind. He is America's most fitting 
representative of militarism and he and the German kaiser have al- 
•mys expressed a most profound admiration for each other. It is 
Bgnificant that the statue of Frederick should go up under a Roose- 
velt administration and come down under a Wilson. 


• 
It is also significant that at the time the statue went up there 


' was no concerted protest, made on the part of any recognized society 


<»r organization in this country. Vet Prederiek and what he stood 
for were as well known to our representatives and senators and to 
the public generally then as now. "No ministers or ambassadors in 
MY government, but spies instead," was one of Frederick's typical 
mottoes. 
All his life :he cynically used the, t r u t h only when lie thot 


it -would deceive, lie was totally lost to moral influences and un- 
scrupulous in his every dealing. 


Yet for fourteen years we have permitted tlus statue to stand 


as a silent monument to our tacit approval of Prussian militarism. 
And again we ask the question we asked at the outset, are we pulling 
the statue down because we repudiate militarism, or simply because 
we are at grips with old Frederick's well organized and well oiled 
military machine? 


And this question is especially pertinent ai this juncture because 


a number of senators and representatives who have- just expressed 
approval of the act of Ihe war department in carting Frederick's elliiry 
to the basement of some government building, have just as recently 
expressed themselves as favoring the grafting on our political and 
social institutions that most hated of Prussian institutions — compul- 
sory military training for a period of from three to five years.
